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After showing the probable in- 
crease in number of students for 
Antioch high school in coming years 
the board of education, through 
Principal T. R. Dirkhcad, this week 
rcleosed information concerning the 
class room space and other space 
which will be needed to. accommo- 
date these students. 

In fixing the number of rooms 
necessary to take care of 500 stu- 
dents in purely academic work, 
Dirkhend said that eight classrooms, 
which can be used for a variety of 
subjects, would be necessary. Fif- 
ty-nine classes will be needed. These 
will include 20 English, 3 Practical 
Mathematics, 3 Algebra 1, 3 Plane 
Geometry, 1 Advanced Math., 2 
Spanish 1, 2 Spanish II, 1 Latin I, 1 
Latin H, G World History, Ameri- 
can History, 3 Civics-Economics, 2 
Junior Business Training, 2 Short- 
hand I. 1 Shorthand II, an d3 Book- 
keeping. 

Classes which require special 
rooms, not fitted for regular class 
room work include three rooms to 
house seven classes in science which 
Includes Chemistry. Physics and 
Biology. One special room for six 
typing classes will be necessary. 
Ten general shop classes will re- 
quire a complete department; four 
agriculture classes will require a 
department; Band, Chorus, Glee 
Clubs and private music lessons will 
require a department; Seven Art 
classes will require a room; eight 
Physical education classes for girls 
will require a department; six boys' 
Physical education classes will re- 
quire a department; and a complete 
department will be needed for the 
Home Economics department, which 
will have seven classes. 

Other rooms which are included 
in the plan to enlarge the building 
are not classroom space, but neccs 
sary to the operation of/the school 
include cafeteria, offices, boiler 
room, assembly hall, bookstore, bus 
garage, library, study hall, wash and 
toilet rooms, hallways, stairways 
and storage space. 

The board has set up a plan which 
will meet these needs. In working 
out the plan, present facilities will 
be remodeled to some extent and will 
provide four regular classrooms, 
Girls' Physical ed. room, music dept., 
three science rooms, typing room, 
book store, cafeteria, part of the 
boy's physical ed. space, boiler room. 

Remain, to be taken care of by 
the addition are: Five regular class 
rooms. Library, study hall, assem- 
bly hall, general shop department, 
agriculture department, part of 
Home Economics department, part 
of boy's physical education depart- 
ment, Art Room, offices and bus 
garage. 

Cost of the addition will be re- 
leased in detail next week, as well 
as pictures of the proposed addition.

Lack of Money Slows Start 

of Building Project 

Leaders Say 

By unanimous action the Official 
Board of the Methodist Church In 
Antioch has given its approval to a 
$32,000 Church School addition. 
The plans for the new building were 
presented to the official board by 
the building committee and the 
architects, Stabcn and Hooper of 
Waukegan. The plans must be pre- 
sented to the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension of the Methodist 
Church and then the entire project 
approved by the local congregation. 

Although it was hoped that the 
building could get underway this 
spring it is estimated that some $10,- 
000 more in cash must be raised be- 
fore a contract could be let. At 
the present time cash and pledges 
to the new building amount to ap- 
proximately $15,000, The board has 
authorized the setting up of a com- 
mittee to bring in recommendations 
immediately for augmenting the 
building fund. 

The plans as approved by the of- 
ficial board and subject to congrega- 
tional approval call for a 50 by 60 
foot addition. Included in the cost 
which has been accurately estimated 
by several local contractors is a 
completely new heating system for 
the present church and the new ad- 
dition with zone control, a new base- 
ment floor for the present church. 
The addition will include classroom 
space, assembly space and toilets in 
the basement. The second floor will 
contain an assembly hall with stage 
at one end and a kitchen. The 
present basement of the church with 
its many posts will be subdivided 
into classroom space. 

The plans as outlined call for 
rough finish both upstairs and down, 
yet a building which will bo com- 
pletely usable when the contract 
work is finished. Excavation will 
provide for a maximum amount of 
sunlight in the basement of the new 
addition. The committee studying 
ways and means of raising more 
money consists of Mrs. Margaret 
Gaston Chairman, Mr. W. C. Petty, 
and Mr. Arthur Knudsen. 



The village board will ask R. T 
Cash district engineer or his assist- 
ant Mr. Thomas at Elgin to recom- 
mend an engineer to make estimates 
for the care of arterial streets 
hero through motor fuel tax money 
.Appointment of the person rec- 
ommended will take place and steps 
taken to obtain gas tax earmarked 
for Antioch. 

Because the engineer last year 
failed to act in time the village 
didn't get its appropriation until in 
April, too late to use, and as the 
result the money will have to be 
turned back and reapproprlated. 

The board voted one side parking 
on Main st„ from Ida ave to Hardin 
St., and from Williams st. to Wind- 
sor St. 

John W. Hanlon representing the 
firm of James Hanlon and Son, 
Skoklo, submitted a proposal to 
paint and recondition the water tank 
for $080. The tank was painted just 
four years ago. No action was taken 
because the amount is over $500 and 
calls for an ordinance. 

Clerk L. D. Powlcs Is not yet back 
from his army reserve corps service 
and Mrs. Martha Hunter, treasurer, 
took his place in Monday's session 
of the board.

Receipt of license fees gave the 
village a substantial balance of 
$8,372.25 at the end of the fiscal 
year Apr. 30.

The May issue of Coronet magazine carries an 
exceptionally important article called "Meat: A Medi- 
cal Marvel", written by one of the country's out- 
standing writers on scientific subjects. J. D. Ratclitt 
The gist of it is found in his first paragraph: "We 
don't think of a slab of juicy steak or a chop as medi- 
cine. Yet the proteins they contain have 35 many 
accomplishments to the:r credit as any miracle drus" 

Back of that lies a dramatic story. The pro- 
teins — which arc found in a complete state in a limit- 
ed number of foods, including meat, fish and milk- 
used to be regarded with considerable suspicion. 
Meat, for instance, was thoucht to be particularly dan- 
gerous to people with kidney disease, and to presurgi- 
cal patients. At one time cases of ulcers were treated 
with a starvation diet. Old people usually avoided 
the so-called "heavy roods" which are rich in protein 
content— tea and toast, the theory went, provided 
most of the nutriment grandmother and grandfather 
needed. 

Recent discoveries, backed by a huge mass of 
actual practical experience, have almost completely 
reversed these outmoded theories. To quote Mr. Rat- 
cliff again. "Proteins are reducing the hazards of sur- 
gery, cutting complications of pregnancy, giving new- 
born babies a better chance of life With one disease 
formerly regarded as beintr universally fatal — clrrh i- 
sis of the liver— proteins are changing the picture 
from despair to hope. In suns, a dietary revolution is 
under way. The glamorous vitamins are giving upthu 
spotlight "to the even more glamorous proteins." 

Moreover, the scientists have found, a high- 
protein diet ha- i beneficial effect on mental health 
and morale as il physical well-being, So, If you 
feel like a juicy steak, eat it! It's goed for you.

"ULe.-oi" Means "Free" 

In a recant address Robert E. Wilson, chairman 



of the board of the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, 
discussed "Statcgy for True Liberals." lie observed, 
"I'm not ready to hand that fine word 'liberal' over 
to the Socialists or the nibblers, for 'liberal' comes 
from 'liber' meaning 'free', and theirs is not the way 
to freedom." 

Going on, Dr. Wilson said, "The power of the 
Communists is dwindling as their masks are torn 
off— but that of SocalisUcally inclined bureaucrats is 
steadily Increasing . ■ . One man in seven Is today, 
directly or indirectly, receiving money from the gov- 
ernment— which means, of course, from the rest of 

us." 

In his talk Dr. Wilson offered a number of sug- 
gestions concerning what can be done to advance true 
liberalism. One of them is to stop running to govern- 
ment for help— fur that is the way bureaucracies grow 
and the path toward regimentation of the nation is 
made smooth. And another is to stop running to Wash- 
ington to complain about competitors and to urge the 
government to regulate a competing industry. A few 
may obtain a momentary advantage from this — but 
in the long run everyone is hurt and in some cases 
ii rodcemably. 

True liberalism means less government— no: 
more. It means maximum for all— not red tape and 
controls and orders and dictation. If we forget that, 
we face an uphill pull so far as maintaining our li- 
berties is concerned.

No State Tests Drivers 
On Night-Time Vision 

NEW YORK-. — Even though 
night-time auto accidents occur 
more frequently and cause more 
deaths than day-time crack-ups, 
no state at present tests drivers on 
their ability to see at night. Dr. 
James E. Lebensohn, of the North- 
western university medical school, 
has revealed in an article, pub- 
lished by the National Society for 
tho Prevention of Blindness. 

In his article. Dr. Lebensohn re- 
ported that accidents at night cause 
twice as many deaths as those 
during the day-time. He also point- 
ed out that although only one-third 
of the driving is done after dark, 
two-thirds of the traffic deaths oc- 
cur at night. 

Dr. Lebensohn said that the 
three most important visual fac- 
tors in night driving are: 1. ability 
to see well in poor light; 2. ability 
to see against glare; 3. ability to 
recover from glare. Tests to check 
those faculties should be included 
in ri^'u'ar drivers' examinations. 

Night-time accidents pile up a 
htght-r toll in deaths, injuries and 
properly damage, Dr. Lebensohn 
said, because the driver's eye re- 
acts more slowly as the amount of 
light decreases; therefore, the 
margin or error is smaller. "The 
driver is allotted less time and 
space than in the day-time to avoid 
contact or reduce the force of the 
impact." he said. 

Elestiical Energy Adds 
13 Assisianls to Workers 

PHILADELPHIA. — Thanks to 
electrical energy, the average U.S. 
factory worker now has the equiva- 
lent of 13 full-time assistants to 
help him earn his daily bread. 

It's a, matter of horsepower as 
well as manpower, says E. C. Bro- 
din, director of manufacturing re- 
search for SKF Industries, inc. 

I American factories have an in- 
stalled horsepower of 18 million, 

1 and there are 14 million industrial 
workers Jn the country. Since one 
h o r s o p o w e r is mathematically 
equivalent to 10 working men, that 
gives the average man at the ma- 
chine the aid of 13 other "men." 

Some industrial workers have 
even more help, he says. At SKF's 
ball and roller bearing plants, for 
example, the average employee 
has 4.3 horsepower nt his com- 
mand—the equivalent of 43 help- 
ers. That compares with three 
horsepower or 30 men back in 1940. 
It all results from tho wider use 
and continuing development of 
power-saving equipment such as 
individual motor-driven machines, 
fork-lift trucks and a host of other 
electric - powered devices that 
make for better products and 
•atler and more pleasant jobs, 
Brodln isyi.

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This Time The Anti-Trust Lawyers 

Won A Case Against A&P 

! A. almct everyone now knows, the anti-trust lawyer, in Washington have brought a civil suit to destroy A*R 
They ask the courts to order the dissolution of this company. 

They say that this suit is based on the fact that they won a suit against us at Danville, Illinois, in 1946. 
They did. In that case, Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley made a decision against A&P. 

Immediately thereafter, in a letter explaining his decision, Judge Lindley wrote: 

"I have not condemned the A&P system. 
I have not made a finding which could 
he the basis for a suit of dissolution. 

So, now we have the anti-trust lawyers saying that their suit to dissolve A&P is based on Judge Lindley'. decision; 
while Judge Lindley himself says his decision could not be the basis for a suit of dissolution. 

In previous ads we told you about the cases against A&P which the anti-trust lawyers lost. We promised to tell 
you about this case they won. Here is the story of the Danville case. 



What Judge Lindley Objected To 

At Danville, the anti-trust lawyers made all of the charges which they are again making 
against A&P today. They were substantially the same charges they had made and dropped 
at Dallas, Texas, after four federal judges had objected to some of them as "inflammatory." 

In his decision, Judge Lindley was critical of some of our activities. He threw 
some of the charges out of court. He did not make any decision on others. 

He even took occasion to praise A&P for the efficient job of food distribu- 
tion it had done. 

Judge Lindley said : 

"To buy, sell and distribute to a substantial portion of 130,000,000 people, 
one and three-quarter billion dollars worth of food annually at a profit of 
V/ z cents on each dollar, is an achievement one may well be proud of. 

"No place in the world I take it are people so well fed as in the United 
States. Nowhere else, I suppose, do food distributors accomplish efficient 
distribution at so low a margin of profit. In contrast, We arc told in 
other nations the problem is not one of an adequate diet but one of 
no diet at all." 

But Judge Lindley did find us in violation of the Sherman Act. He based 
his ruling on the dual role played by our fresh fruit and vegetable buying 
subsidiary, the Atlantic Commission Company, whereby that organization 
acted both as buying agent for A&P and as selling agent for growers. 

Judge Lindley said : 

"If I assume for the purpose of disposition of this case that in general the 
policy of A&P was to operate within the law and attribute to defendants 
a desire to comply with the law, there still remains the conscious, know- 
ing adoption by all defendants of a plan of action by the Atlantic Com- 
mission Company affecting every department of A&P and every retail 
store which cannot be squared with the intent and purpose of the act." 

In his letter explaining the decision, Judge Lindley wrote: ' / have condemned their 
practices through the Atlantic Commission Company." 

Judge Lindley imposed fines totaling $175,000. When his decision was upheld by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago, we paid the fines. This ended the case— but we did not stop there. 



What We Did To Correct This 

In the light of the decision, wc immediately §et about reviewing our activitiei to be sura 
that there could never again be any criticism of our operations. 

First, the Atlantic Commission Company abandoned the dual role to which' 
Judge Lindley objected and which he said was the basis of hit decision 
against us. 

We did this even though the Atlantic Commission Company had been 
licensed for many years by the United States Department of Agriculture 
to act as both a buyer and seller of fresh fruits and vegetables. 

The Atlantic Commission Company now only buyi for AAP. In other words, We 
stopped doing the thing which Judge Lindley said put us in violation of 
the Sherman Act. 

We made additional changes in other methods of operation which Judge 
Lindley had questioned at Danville, even though he did not base hit 
decision on them. 

Wc did even more than this! 

We went down to Washington and asked the anti-trust lawyers what else 
they thought we should do to conform to their new interpretation of the 
vague anti-trust laws. 

The only answer we ever got was that we should break up this company! 

Despite their claim that they were not opposed to A&P't size, they insisted 
that wc destroy this size. 

Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our manufacturing operations, 
they insisted that we get rid of our factories which produce many of 
the fine foods you buy at A&P. 

Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our low prices, they insisted 
that we destroy many of the efficiencies that make these low priceg 
possible. 

In other words, they insisted upon the dissolution of A&P. 

We were still trying to find out from the anti-trust lawyers what else they 
thought we should do to conform to the law when they filed the current 
suit to destroy A&P. 



Why, Then, Do They Want To Put A&P Out Of Business? 



Ever since this suit was filed, the anti-trust lawyers have been making dam- 
aging statements that could seriously hurt our business if they were believed 
by the public. 

They say that we were found guilty at Danville of all the charges they are 
making today. 

This is not true. Judge Lindley did not sustain all of the charges of the 

anti-trust lawyers. 



They say this suit is designed to enforce the law.

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Registration for Lake 
Villa First Graders to 
Be Held Friday, May 19 

A rcRislrntion day for children 
who will be entering the first grade 
next September at the Lake Villa 
Grade School will be held on Fri- 
day, May 19th. The place of regis- 
tration will be in the gymnasium of 
the Lake Villa School from 9:00 A. 
M. to 11:00 A. M. 

Parents are reminded that all 
children must be six years of ago on 
or before December 1, I9S0 In order 
to be enrolled for next year's term. 
A birth certificate or some other ac- 
ceptable proof of age must be pre- 
sented at the time of registration 
before they will be accepted. The 
age requirement is one that has 
been established by stale law and is 
In force by most schools of the 
county and state. Absolutely no ex- 
ception to this rule will be made.

Forgotten Dreams 
May Be Recaptured 
By Electric Shock 

BALTIMORE, MD.— By a now 
technique of electrically skocklng 
the brain, faded and forgotten 
dreams of individuals may be re- 
created. 

As on example, a 14-year-old 
boy was undergoing brain surgery 
under a local anesthetic. The sur- 
geon took a fine wire carrying a 
small charge of electricity and 
touched It to a certain area of the 
boy's exposed brain. 

"I sec two men sitting In an arm- 
chair," the youngster exclaimed. 

The electrode was removed. The 
men In the orm-chair vanished. 
Then the wire was touched to on- 
other area. This time the boy vi- 
sioned "a man fighting." 

Dr. Wilder G. Pcnficld, world 

famed brain surgeon, told Johns 

Hopkins doctors that the electrical 

charge had activated dreams the 

, boy had stored away. He told how 

I scientists now are able to turn 

'memories and dreams "on and 

! off" during brain surgery. 

Each part of the brain has a par- 
ticular function. He explained that 
through electrical stimulation, sci- 
entists are finding the various cen- 
ters that make us act, think— and 
dream — as we do. 

Dr. Penfield gave several case 
histories showing that when the 
electrode caused a certain reaction 
in a patient, the same reaction re* 
currcd when the electric charge 
was applied to the same spot again 
and again. 

One was that of the boy and his 
dreams. 

He explained how electrical 
stimulation of certain areas can 
cause loss of the power of expres- 
sion by speech (aphasia). While 
one patient was naming objects, 
stimulation was applied. 

Of one object he said, "Oh, I 
know what that Is. That Is what 
you put In your shoes."

WASHINGTON. _ The wives of 
lighthouse keepers arc really the 
unsung, unpaid heroines of the 
service, but there is a possibility 
I that congress may do something 
about it. 

The house marine and fisheries 
committee Is looking into a bill in- 
, troduccd by Rep. Edward A. Gar- 
I matz <D., Md.). It Is a sort of de- 
i ferred salary payment measure to 
benefit widows of lighthouse keep- 
ers. 
Why? 

Because wives of keepers have 
been acting as their assistants for 
years without ever getting a dime 
from Uncle Sam. The bill under 
consideration wouldn't put the 
wives of lighthouse keepers on the 
federal payroll, but It would pro- 
vide benefits to widows of keepers. 

389 Widows Listed 
Right now there arc 389 such 
widows and their average age Is 
70. Thomas A. Lee, secretary of 
the active retired lighthouse serv- 
ice employees, points out that a 
civilian lighthouse keeper's wife 
has been pari and parcel of the 
lighthouse service in all respects 
but one— she isn't on the federal 
payroll.

LONDON.— A hundred Canadian 
farmers' wives met in a village In 
' 1837 to swap jam and preserving 
recipes. They had no intimation of 
the fact then that they were start- 
ing a world-wide association. 

However, the little meeting at 
.Stoney Creek, Ont., was the begin- 
ning of the Associated Country 
Women of the World with a current 
membership of 5.5 million. The as- 
sociation serves as the coordina- 
ting body for the network of farm, 
women's organizations all over the 
world. 

Major theme of the British unit 
' is more production. Stoney Creek's 
idea of pooling knowledge of jam- 
making, fruit preserving, home 
handicrafts, ' home welfare and 
farm production has been retained 
and enlarged upon. The clubs are 
still nonpolitical and nonsectnrian. 
Part of the wide British scheme 
is a marketing committee, to ad- 
vise cottage gardners ln'selling 
their products — cottage gardens 
being too small for Inclusion in the 
Government marketing scheme. 

There Is also a produce guild 
which in 1017-48 brought forth 
4,000,000 extra pounds of potatoes, 
31,000 new fruit plantings, 10 new 
pig clubs and 313 new rabbit clubs.

Japanese Spies of Feudal 
Timi Said to Be invisible' 

TOKYO.— A lost art may have 
had a lot to do with the final defeat 
of Japan— if stories of feudal arts 
currently circulating here are to be 
believed. 

Many Japanese have recalled, in 
discussions with American news- 
men and others that In feudal 
times, Japanese spies had the 
knack of making themselves "in- 
visible." One, a claimed deccn- 
dant of the especially gifted spies, 
said the secret weapon had not 
been used for a 100 years or more. 
And, when they did use it, he said, 
the ancient Japs used it only 
among themselves. 

During the feudal days of Japan, 
when rivalry suspicion and In- 
trigue among military leaders were 
rampant, the Japanese developed 
the art of spying to a high degree. 
Local war lords always had spies 
in the territories of their enemies. 
Tho ears of captured spies often 
were sent home on cushions. 

The more wary of the spies 
learned to make themselves "invis- 
ible" — an art called "ninjustu." 
Japanese legends are full of the 
accomplishments of these spies, 
but people todav admit the claims 
may be a little exaggerated. 
Nevertheless, ninjutsu experts real- 
ly existed. They mastered their art 
only after years of hard training.
